W as h ing t o n , April 8 .—Consul Gen­ 
eral Lee will leave Havana tomorrow, 
as a result of explicit instruotious from 
the state department, and a repiv from 
him was received stating that he would 
leave on tbe day named.

I quote the following from the General 
Assembly Manuel in explanation of the 
above section : “ The words ‘retraspect- 
ive’ and ’retroactive,’ as applied to laws, 
seem to be synonymous. 
Justice Story 
thus defines a retrospectivedaw : 
‘Upon 
principle every statute which takes away 
or impairs vested rights acquired under 
existing laws, or creates a new obliga­ 
tion, imposes a new duty or. attaches a 
new disability In respect to transactions 
or considerations already past, must be 
deemed retrospective retroactive.’” 
The Standard dictionary thus defines 
a “ vested rig h t:” 
“ Any right or fran­ 
chise with which one is clothed by au­ 
thority of law.” The constitution also 
proves that “ all officers shall hold their 
offices until their snccessors are elected 
(or appointed) and qualified,” and mark 
this : There can be no successor nntil 
there is first a vacancy. 
The Blake law provides for seven 
members to constitnte the board, to be 
elected by the district at large; four 
members to be elected the first year for 
two years and three for one year terms. 
Secretary Norris issued the call and the 
election was held as per the Blake law', 
and this was done, not “ by order of the 
board of education,” as the notice de­ 
clares, but as the secretary has since ad­ 
mitted, by the dictation of O. O. Vodrey 
and City Solicitor Grosshans. 
Now here is the situation at present:

W a s h in g to n , April 8 .— Thoro is no 
tonger any doubt as to the purpose of 
this government with respect to the sit­ 
uation iifthiba.

W a s h i n g t o n , April 8.—Consul Gen­ 
eral Leo will leave Havana tomorrow, 
as a result of explicit instructions from 
the state department, and a repiv from 
him was received stating that lie would 
leave on the day named. 
A telegram received at the state de­ 
partment from Consul General Lee re­ 
ported everything quiet in Havana.

April 8.—The 
agents of the steamer Brookline have 
advices from Santiago de Cuba that the 
steamer has sailed with the United 
States consul, Pulaski W - H yatt, and 
others aud is due at Port Antonio to­ 
day. 
The Boston Fruit company’s steamer 
Beverly arrived at Cieufuegos and is 
preparing to sail with the United States 
consul, Owen McCarr, and other Amer­ 
icans for Boston, touching at Key West. 
The British consuls at Santiago de 
Cuba and Cieufuegos will represent 
American interests during the absence 
of tho respective United States consuls. 
H a v a n a, April 8.—Tho M asco tte has 
left with 74 passengers. 
Many persons 
are holding back to the last available 
hour, on the strength of favorable peace 
rumors. 
T a m p a , Fla., April 8.—The program 
for tho depar.ure of General Leo from 
Havana has been announced and is as 
follows: 
The Olivette will enter Havana har­ 
bor tomorrow morning, and General 
Lee will at once notify all Americana 
that this will be their last chance to 
leave the island under the American 
flag. 
After ail are on board the steamer, in­ 
cluding the United States consuls from 
the various ports of Cuba, General Lee 
will pull down the American flag from 
the consulate, will turn over the ar- 
chieves to the British consul, Collin, 
and will go aboard the Olivette, which 
will at once sail for Key West.

EDITOR News Review :—-The writer 
has received a 
request, numerously 
signed, to give to your readers the true 
status of the board of education in case 
the present program is carried out. 
The situation, as I understand it, is 
th is : 
Four members of the board, 
elected last spring, hold certificates of 
election and have taken the oath of 
office for one year honce, to complete 
their term of office of two years for 
which they were elected. Here is the law. 
Article II, section 28, of the constitu­ 
tion of Ohio reads as follows: 
"The 
general assembly shall have no power 
to pass retroactive laws, or laws im pair­ 
ing the obligation of contracts, but may, 
by general laws, authorize courts to 
carry into effect, upon snob terms as 
shall be equitable and just, the manifest 
i intention of parties and officers by cur­ 
bing omissions, defects and errors in iu- 


1 atruments and proceedings, arising oat 
of their w ant of conformity with the 
laws of the state.” 
I quote the following from the General 
Assembly Manuel in explanation of the 
above section : “ The words ‘retrospect­ 
ive’ and retroactive,’ as applied to laws, 
seem to be synonymous. 
Justice Story 
thuH defines a retrospectiveflaw : 
‘Upon 
principle every statute which takes away 
or impairs vested rights acquired under 
existing laws, or creates a new obliga­ 
tion, imposes a new duty or attaches a 
new disability in respect to transactions 
or considerations already past, must be 
deemed retrospective retroactive.” ’ 
The Standard dictionary thus defines 
a “ vested rig h t:’’ 
"Any right or fran­ 
chise with which one is clothed by au­ 
thority of law .” The constitution also 
proves that "all officers shall hold their 
offices nntil their successors are elected 
(or appointed) and qualified,” and mark 
th is: There can be no successor nntil 
there is first a vacancy. 
The Blake law provides for seven 
members to constitute the board, to be 
elected by the district at larg e; four 
members to be elected the first year for 
two years and three for one year terms. 
Secretary Norris issued the call aud the 
election was held as Der the Blake law, 
and this was done, not "by order of the 
board of education,” as the notice de­ 
clares, but as the secretary has since ad­ 
mitted, by the dictation of O. O Vodrey 
and City Solicitor Grosshans. 
Now here is the situation at present: 
If certificates of election are issued to 
inembers-elect. under the Blake law we 
have Mr Murphy holding two certifi­ 
cates of election for two years covering 
different periods of tim e; Mr Fisher 
holding two certificates, one for two 
years the other for one year (two sepa- 
rate offices at one tim e); five other 
menibers-elect holding one and two 
y ear certificates, and Mr. Pittiuger and 
m yself each holding a certificate extend­ 
ing a year hence; all told, nine officers 
to fill seven offices. 
Odd number, sure, 
but will it provide against a dead-lock? 
Now the problem is to get a legal 
board out of this mix. 
If Blake’s law 
is intended to vacate the office of four 
members of the board then it will take 
away oar vested right, and Chief Jus­ 
tice Story declares it must be deemed 
retospectral and hence nnconstitntioiial. 
If, however, the intention of Blake’s 
law was simply to provide for a change 
in the members and manner of electing 
the board, then the secretary erred with 
the central committees of the several 
parties by not adjusting the discordant 
feature of the Blake law to the existing 
conditions here, and simply have elected 
three members for two years,thus recog­ 
nizing the constitutional rights of the 
four members who hold for another 
year. The same object would have been 
accomplished, viz, to introduce the new 
law in its operation. 
To my mind the only I (gal solution of 
the problem is for the present board to 
hold.over until tho next election and 
then try it again, when all our terms 
will have expired.

The 
motive back of all this is understood. 
I was first elected on an issue that 
stirred our city as never before. 
I was 
re-elected last year by my constituents 
from the Fourth ward, who said they 
wanted me to represent them for two 
yenrs more, and who, if the program is 
carried ont.could not have a single repre­ 
sentative from their ward. 
I regard 
the Blake law as an instrum ent designed 
by its clandestine promoters with which 
to accomplish that which they dare not 
attem pt in an honorable open contest, 
and I sound the tocsin, ‘Eternal vigi­ 
lance is the price of liberty,* and call 
a poll all who believe this course is just 
to stand by me for our constitutional 
liberties 
Already many have assured 
me that they are ready to contribute to 
a fund to test the m atter through the 
courts. 
If sufficient funds are pro­ 
vided 
by 
Saturday 
we 
will 
endeavor to pull aside the curtain and 
let the pnblic look the mysterious pro­ 
moters of Blake’s law in the face, and 
over the wreck of the political ring will 
be written in letters of living light, 
"Liberty,” aud the verdict will be, "De­ 
stroyed by a force from the outside.”
